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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.144, received on March 2, 2007 for 
review of the restriction requirement mailed May 19, 2006. 

The applicant's petition is DISMISSED. 

BACKGROUND 

On December 8, 2006, applicant filed a petition under 37 CFR 1 144 for review of the restriction 
requirement. The petition included reasoning as to why claims 33 and 66 should have been 
examined. 

On February 23, 2007, the Office mailed a decision denying applicants petition. 

On March 2, 2007, applicant filed an amendment canceling all non-elected claims, including 
claims 33 and 66. 

Also on March 2, 2007, the instant renewed petition was filed providing additional reasons why 
the non-elected claims should be examined. 



DECISION 



In that the non-elected claims have been cancelled by applicant and all pending claims have been 
allowed as evidenced by the Notice of Allowability and Notice of Allowance mailed March 14, 
2007, the issues have thereby been rendered Moot. 

Applicant's petition therefore must be DISMISSED.
